Does any sane man 
believe Tennessee would be more pros- 
perous, under the rule of a population 
one-fourth Ethiopian, than it would 
be under the exclusive control of the 
white and Caucasian? What then is 
the necessity which compels consent 
now to a policy which we have not yet 
voted, and for which our vote would 
only prove our own incapacity to 
govern the State? Itis to be hoped 
that the people ot the Volunteer State 
are not so incapable of self-govern- 
ment as to find its necessary to call in 
the aid of the immigrants from Guinea.

We see no need of giving up our 
recent great and glorious: victory—no 
reason why it should not be improved, 
with fair justice to all, to the greatest 
and utmost good of the State.
